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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The limitation "the reception completion determination means monitors the serial data for a 
special bit added to the serial data and outputs the reception completion signal when the special 
bit is detected' is not disclosed in the specification. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, the recitation of claim 1 appears to be incomplete since the limitation "a 
receiving shift register" plays no part in the apparatus. 

In claim 4, it is unclear if the limitation "an oscillation control unif refers to DATA 
PROCESS 1 1 since "the oscillation command signaF is OSC signal which is an output of the 
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DATA PROCESS 1 1 as disclosed in page of the specification. Further, there is no structural or 
operational relationships among elements recited in claim 4 with the device recited in claim 1 . 

As to claim 5, the limitation "the basis of command data" lacks antecedent basis. 

As to claim 6, it has the same problems as that of claim 4. 

As to claim 7, there is no structural or operational relationships of the limitation "a timer*' 
with respect to its parent claims. 

As to claims 2-3, they are rejected for being dependent of the rejected claim as noted 

above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the Jobling et al 
reference (U.S. Patent 5928,293). 

Jobling et al discloses in figure 4 an apparatus comprising a receiving shift register 28 for 
inputting serial data (RAW DATA) synchronously with a communication clock signal (CCLK 
via COUNTER) received along with the serial data; a reception completion determination means 
(COUNTER) for outputting a reception completion signal 3 1 when detecting that the receiving 
shift register has input a predetermined number of bits of the serial data (i.e., counter counts up 
to n); a pulse-signal generation means 30 for generating a timing pulse signal SCLK, which 
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comprises only a predetermined number of timing pulses required for processing the input serial 
data (i.e., n clocks for n bit of shift register), in accordance with generation of the reception 
completion signal by the reception completion determination means; and a data processing 
means 32 for processing the input serial data synchronously with the timing pulse signal as 
required by claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2, 4-7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art of record fails to disclose an apparatus comprising, among other things, the limitation "a 
counter for counting the number of input pulses included in the communication clock signal and 
for outputting the reception completion signal when a count value of the counter reaches a 
predetermined number" as required by claim 2; and the limitations "an oscillation unit", "an 
oscillation control unit" and "a control logic" of claim 4.
